OF JEWS COMING ? 


Disturbances in Russia, Say Some, 
Will Send Great Crowds 
to Canada 


NO INDICATION. AS YET 


Agent of Jewish Organization Has 
Received no Word of Such = 
a ‘Movement. 


Montreal, June,2.—The recent dis: 
turbances in’ Russia ‘have led many 
of the Jewish citizens to'believe that 
this year will see a larger -number 
of people enter this country than 
have: come since the, great invasion 
at tne time of the awful persecutions 
in Russia some years ago, when spe- 
cial provisions were made at — this 
point to accommodate the thotisands 
who sought new homes and better 
opportunities in Canada. ‘The en- 
forcement of expulsion laws has. re- 
sulted in conditions in the land of 
the Czar which will make life there 
impossible for thousands of Jews. 

In Montreal thousands are. watch- 
the events which are occurring 
in Russia. Many,.of them feel that 
it will mean) another flood of their 
brethren in race and:ereed to Can- 
ada and are anxious that. something 
be done to receive them, arrange: 
ments be made to place them in vari- 
ous towns throughout;the country in 
order that the congestion which is to 
be seen in New York and the Kuro- 
pean cities inthe Jewish quarters may 
be avoided, They. fear.that the Baron. 
de Hirsch Institute, though its sys- 
tem is wonderful and its accommoda- 
tions extensive, will not be able to 
handle the thousands whom they ex- 
pect. They are anxious that at once 
a movement be. started\to find larger 
quarters and to train a staff to handle 
the flood of’ people whom they ex- 
pect. No move has been made as 
yet. The matter, however, has been 
talked of, but so far no one has taken 
any active steps in the matter. 

Mr Lyon Cohen, of the Baron de 
lirsch Institute, says that no greater 
rush of Jews is expected this year 
than ithe past. “We have, at least,

HAVE PET BATS 


the Hitting Qualities of Favo- 
rite Willows 


..(By Johnnie vers) 


The reason for the improvement in 
scientific batting lies in practice, and 
the amount of batting practice in- 
dulged in during the season is aston- 
shing. It is one thing about the 
game of which the players never tire, 
Morning, afternoon and evening from 
March until far into October play- 
ers bat as long as anyone will pit ch 
to them, and on November first the 
bat feels as good in their hands when 
itimeets a ball squarely as it did the 
day spring training started. The first 
thing in the spring is the selection of 
bats and when the season closes the 
players are still sawing up disgraced 
bats and buying new ones. Bats get 
to be a mania with some. Roger Con- 
ner used to oil, polish and rub down 
his substitute -bats every night and 
hang them from his winaow while he 
took his favorite to bed with him. 

There was a bat in the Boston club 
in 1909 which became famous. It be- 
longed to Gessler, and a scorer one 
day jestingly marked upon it the 
symbols meaning a two-base hit and 
a single. Gessler happened to make 
a double and a single that afternoon, 
and the players swarmed upon the 
scorer pleading with him to mark 
hits in to the bat. He marked it ‘full 
of hits; the Reds began a wonderful 
hitting spurt; all using the same bat, 
and before long the scorer was claim- 
ing part of the credit for their win- 
ning streak. Before the season end- 
ed Gessler hardly would have traded 
that bat for its weight in gold, 


Isbell and “Evelyn” 


“Evelyn,” the famous bat — with 
which Isbell, of the Chicago White 
Sox, made four two-base hits in one 
game and won the world’s champion- 
ship for his team; “Big Betsy,” Ed. 
Delahanty’s famous war club; “Nel- 
lie,” used by Schulte, and a dozen 
other bats have become well known 
through being the favorites of good 
hitters and used by them during -bat- 
ting streaks. j 

There is a player on the Boston 
club wha has an odd habit of using 
in practice the bat he intends to ‘use 
in a game to “fill it up with base hits.” 
He tries bat after bat during practice 
and if he happens to hit well with 
one, get “two or three hits into it,” 
he uses that one during the game to 
get the hits out again. 

The ¢agerness with which the bat- 
ting practice is indulged in often is 
laughable. One evening two members 
of the Cleveland club broke training 
and returned to the hotel at 2 am, 
feeling jolly. They reached their own 
floor in the hotel without being 
caught by the manager and went to 
the room of a player who is a won- 
derful hitter Banging on his door 
they urged him to get up. 

Moonlight Practice 

“What do you want?” growled the 
awakened slugger. 

“Get us, we're going to have bat- 
ting practice” replied one of the jok- 
ers who knew the weakness of the 
inmate of the room. 

“There in a minute,” responded the 
player, and as they heard him scram- 
ble from bed the jokers fled. Ten 
minutes later the night clerk was 
startled to see the great player enter 
the lobby jn his uniform, carrying 
his two favorite bats, nor did he see 
the joke until the clerk pointed to 
the darkness outside. 

In the early days of the game bat- 
ting practice was neglected. The 
heavy hitters practiced, but there was 
no system to their work, and very 
little time or thought was given to the 
scientific hitting, except by a few 
men who realized the possibilities 
of play. “Dickey” Pearce invented 
the bunt and the “fair foul” hit in 
1866, but generations passed before 
the bunt was used intelligently by all 
classes of players. Indeed it was the 
theory of players, as it is now with 
many followers of the game, that 
“place hitting” was more or less of a 
myth. In fact, it has been within the 
last decade that even the major 
league players have made intelligent 
efforts towards perefcting place hit- 
ting, and their successes in that line 
have been wonderful. Managers be- 
gan to realize that the attacks could 
be directed at vital points of defend- 
ing teams, and the attack has stcadi- 
ly .become more. resourceful, better 
calculated to bring results, and more 
adapted to cope with the improved 
pitching. Especially has it been 
made necessary in order to break up 
defensive team work.
